Explosion 
halts rail 
services in 
Madrid

Madrid, Jan 12 

A wanting that violence will 
not be tolerated came today 
from Senor Fraga Iribarne. 
the Minister of the Interior, 
only hours after a bomb ex¬ 
ploded in a suburban under¬ 
ground railway tunnel in 
Madrid. 

He said : “ Whoever uses vio¬ 
lence will come up against the 
full rigour of the law.” 

Workers demonstrated in 
many districts of Madrid today- 
The police used tear gas in the 
morning to disperse groups of 
protesters. The ponce also 
broke up another demonstration' 
in the Plaza de Espana and were 
active in industrial suburbs. It 
was estimated that more than 
100,000 workers were idle, in¬ 
cluding about 80,000 on strike 
in the construction industry and 
35,000 locked out because of 
their industrial action. 

The ejcplosion put the under¬ 
ground railway line to the work¬ 
ing class district of Carahanchel 
out of action for eight hours. 
Zt exploded just before the ser¬ 
vice was opened, and no one 
was hurt. Six more un exploded 
bombs were found in a tunnel 
near the station of Eatan. 

• Tb# wives of three of the 23 
suspected strike leaders arrested 
over fhe weekend continued 
their hunger strike in a church 
in the suburb of. Aluche. The 
police released two of the 
alleged leaders this morning. 
Those arrested are believed to 
be members of the Workers’ 
Commissions, the illegal trade 
union movement. 

Members of the Workers’ 
Commissions met tonight to ex¬ 
plain their demands. After a 
press conference they went to 
the Ministry of Finance where 
they tried to hand in a letter to 
the minister. The police using 
tear -gas dispersed the demon¬ 
strators who were chanting 
“ Amnesty and freedom 
One of the best known lead¬ 
ers of the Workers’ Commis¬ 
sion, Senor Macellino Camacho, 
has been refused reemployment 
by Motor Iberica, the car firm 
where he worked before his 
imprisonment in 1973. He was 
released under King Juan Car¬ 
los’s general pardon in Novem¬ 
ber. As the pardon is not an 
amnesty the firm is not obliged 
to take him back. 

About 1,000 Madrid Univer¬ 
sity students demonstrated on 
the campus today calling for an 
amnesty and greater freedom to 
take part in university matters. 

Talks between underground 
railway workers and the man¬ 
agement began today on the 
workers’ demand For a reduction 
in hours from 44 to .40 a week 
and other benefits. The 4,000 
workers have threatened to go 
on strike again if the company 
does not meet their' demands 
within a week. 


Bombs defused before 
Palestine debate 
at UN headquarters

New York, Jan 12 

Three pipe-bombs were dis¬ 
covered just outside the head¬ 
quarters of the United Nations 
today as the Security Council 
prepared to begin its debate on 
the Middle Easr. United 
Nations officials said they had 
been found by a subway'main¬ 
tenance man and had been de¬ 
fused by the police bomb squad. 
_ One of the bombs had been 
timed to explode half an hour 
before the opening of the de¬ 
bate. The assumption was that 
they would all have gone off 
together. 

The headquarters library, 
which was in the area nearest 
to where the bombs bad been 
found, was evacuated and the 
whole building was being closed 
to the public until further 
notice. 

Meanwhile, Israel today de¬ 
cided to get its voice in first 
before the debate began. While 
members of the council held 
informal consultations, Mr 
Chaim Herzog, the Israeli 
representative^ appeared before 
a Jewish-American group in 
New York to denounce its 
being held. 

“ Wo now see in the. Security- 
Council the development ot a 
sinister plan evolved by Syria 
and the PLO (Palestine Libera¬ 
tion. Organization) with the 
support of the Soviet Union”, 
he said. “ The Foreign Minister 
of Syria declared openly that 
their purpose was toa # destroy 
the existing mechanism for 
peace which has been achieved 
in the Middle East and to 
annul the existing agreement 
achieved between Israel and 
Egypt in the Sinai.” 

The debate had been called 
at the insistence of the Syrians 
to discuss the Middle East as a 
whole, and in particular the 
Palestinian question. Israel had 
announced tbat it would boy¬ 
cott it because of the invitation 
being made to the PLO to take 
part. 

In his speech today, Mr 
Herzog made a virulent attack 
on the PLO which was based on 
“the most brutal terrorism”, 


he said, and had as its aim the 
destruction of Israel. “ Is there 
any self-respecting country 
which would agree to treat with 
a body whose sole declared pur¬ 
pose is to destroy it and whose 
aim is to draw concessions so 
that its destruction trill be so 
much easier ? ” 

The council debate, he con¬ 
sidered, was part of a deliberate 
plan by the Syrians and the 
PLO to block the process of 
negotiation in the Middle East, 
and ro set the stage, in political 
terms, for a renewal of hostili¬ 
ties in the area. 

Underneath the rhetoric 
there is, of course, Israel con¬ 
cern over what could be decided 
in the debate. There is concern 
that the main centre for Middle 
East negotiations might be 
shifted from Geneva to New 
York, and that their basis might 
be changed by modifications in 
the basic Security Council 
resolutions on the subject 

Mr Herzog was asked at a 
press conference today what 
Israel would do if the council 
went farther in legitimizing the 
PLO# Any resolution which was 
unacceptable to Israel, he said, 
would join many others passed J 
by the United Nations “in the : 
waste paper basket ”. 

On the other hand, he did not 
say clearly what Israel would 
do if there was a resolution 
which did no more than recog¬ 
nize the legitimate interests, or 
rights, of the Palestinian 
people. The question was hypo¬ 
thetical, he said.

Hard-line “ loyalist" politi¬

There was a measure of 
unaniniitv on a suggestion made 
locallv that anv new initiatives 
should be tested through the 
ballot box. either bv an election 
nr a referendum. That course 
is open to the' Government, but 
it is nor anxious to follow it. 

During the next few days 
there will be many meetings as 
the Convention parties draw up 
definitive positions on the re¬ 
port. in addition rhe armed 
pora military groups on both 
sides will * provide their mvn 
statement's and predictions 
about the immediate future. 

.Shortly after the Westminster 
statements Mr Samuel Smyth, 
official spokesman For the 
Ulster Defence .-\ssociation. the 
largest of the loyalist private 
armies, made clear that pres¬ 
sure would be put on to the 
Protestant political leaders to 
try to force the report on to 
the Governmeut. He said 1975 


was the year of die politicians, 
but 1976 was going to be the 
year of the “ paramilitaries 

Although there are _ dis* 
agreements within the majority 
loyalist coalition, they are 
unlikely to change voting 
strengths on the floor of the 
convention os same govenunene 
advisers have hoped. To make 
that more effective, at least 
eight members of the official 
Unionist Party would have to. 
leave the coalition and align 
themselves with Mr William 
Craig's more moderate Van¬ 
guard grouping. 

On local television, the Rev

Tbe sex appeal factor in many 
of the advertisements displayed 
by the tobacco industry will be 
combated by a £ 200,000 adver¬ 
tisement campaign on television, 
radio and in tbe cinema by the 
Health Education Council. 

The council’s three-month 
campaign, announced yesterday, 
emphasized the theme that it is 
not always health that cigarette¬ 
smoking damages. 

In a television advertisement 
a boy tells his girl friend: 
“Your breath reeks of stale 
tobacco.” In the back row of a 
cinema a girl refuses lasses 
from her cigarette-smoking boy 
friend, leaves him and tells a 
girl-friend that he is nice “but 
his brearh sanells like you could 
get lung cancer just kissing 
him”. 

In a radio advertisement a 
background of romantic music 
gives way to discordant music 
and an emotionally charged 
girl's voice cries“ Phew, what 
a let down. His breath reeked 
of stale tobacco.”

Manchester starts a 
fairer system for 
allocation of homes

Manchester 

Manchester City Conners 
housing department, often 
accused in the past of being 
remote and inhuman, intends 
to introduce a new system of 
allocating tenancies which it 
claims will be fair, easily un¬ 
derstood, and thorough- 

Yesterday the housing com- 
mat tec approved in principle a 
report recommending a new 
classification system for the 
16,000 families on its waiting 
list and the 9.500 on its 
transfer Esc. 

One advantage claimed for 
the proposed system, which 
will take more than a year to 
implement in fuH, is thee it 
will be operated through 15 
area offices, thus eliminating 
che need for would-be tenants 
to queue az a central lettings 
hall. 

The new scheme win use a 
points system for allocating 
houses and fiats but will take 
into consideration a wider 
range of factors, including the 
number of children bow living 
in fiats on the upper floors oE 
tower blocks, toe lengths of 
journeys to work and separa¬ 
tions within families. 

Eventually, all applicants 
will be interviewed by rehous¬ 
ing officers in their existing 
homes, and will fill in appli¬ 
cation forms there. For a 
three-month transitional 

period, however, applicants 
will first have to visit one of 


applicant's home to make an 
assessment, a visit will be 
made. 

The decision to introduce 
the new system has been taken 
as Manchester’s enormous slum 


clearance programme, which 

has tended to take priority 
over all other needs, nears com¬ 
pletion; and it follo ws t he 
introduction oE a giro system 
for paying rent, which is 
releasing rent collectors for 
new duties as “estate manage¬ 
ment officers”. 

The housing committee 
hopes that the new system wall 

reduce the volume of com¬ 
plaints and appeals made by 
councillors and MPs on behalf 
of individuals. Ac present, 
according to yesterday’s report, 
up to three councillors and 
two MPs have been known to 
review the same case. 

Mr Norman Morris, the 
leader of the city oouncU. said 
yesterday: “ The council has 
adopted a 10 -year strategy 
winch aims to provide people 
with the sort of bousing they 
want, where they want it. This 
new system is one of the first 
steps in implementing that 
poKcy." 

Mr Allan Roberts, the chair¬ 
man of the housing committee, 
said that the decentralization

Landlords 
urge link 
between tax 
and rent

The system of rent .subsidies 
is discriminatory because it 
provides assistance ooffy to 
local authority and housing 
association tenants and not to 
those in private accommoda¬ 
tion, the British. Property 
Federation says in a booklet 
published yesterday. 

The federation suggests that 
indiscrimmute subsidies should 
be phased oat arid assistance 

given only to tenants, whether 

private or focal authority, 
whose circumstances prevent 
them from paying the true cost 
of their accommodation. In 
principle it wouM like to see 
subsidies replaced by a system 
whereby rents could be set 
against income when assessing 

tax. 

It wants to see aH lettings 
by resident landlords, and also 
lettings to students, excluded 
from the Rent Act. The book¬ 
let points out that students do 
not nave security of tenure m 
accommodation provided by a 
university or college, whereas 
some private landlords who 
might be willing to let ro stu¬ 
dents dare not do so. 

“ What possible point can 
there be in having a law which 
says that a student who rents 
accommodation for, the period 
of his studies should then be 
entitled to remain as tenant of 
it for tite rest of his fife, and 
bis children and grandchildren 
after him ? ” it asks. 

The diminishing band of pri¬ 
vate residential landlords 
exists only in a state oE 
“ frozen animation ” created by 
tite Rent Acts, the federation 
says. The landlord who regards 
property, primarily as an in¬ 
vestment will not be unduly 
worried at the prospect of his 
tenant being secure from evic¬ 
tion, but the rate of return on 
his capital will be vital.

S is not a landlord until and 
ss be lets it.

Tent ballet

Portable “ big tops * to 
accommodate bailer (and later, 
perhaps, opera) have achieved 
a big success both inside and 
outside London, Mr Paul Find¬ 
lay. of tbe Royal Ballet, told a 
symposium at the City Univer¬ 
sity in London yesterday.

On its previous 
visit, with considerably reduced ' 1 
forces, it bad played for a week 
at the Theatre Royal with 85 
per cent capacity. 

“ It is clear from ■ this that 
a large audience will come to 
see the Royal Ballet in a tent 
if they are! made to feel 
welcome and if they are given 
the sort of production we do 
at Covent Garden.” 

In the absence' of suitable 
theatres the “big top” was a 
means of taking the Royal 
Ballet outside London. “ But 
we hope in the end theatres 


will become available and exist¬ 
ing ones' adapted so that the . 
larger -section . of. the Royal' 
Ballet can be taken round the 
country on a regular basis,' and 
eventually, we hope, the Royal 
Opera.”

The sixth government re* 

shuffle since President Gtscard 
d’Estaing took office in May 
1974 was announced tonight. It 
is limited in scope and does not 
affect the office of Prime 
Minister, or any of the princi¬ 
pal key portfolios, like Interior, 
Finance, or Foreign Affairs. 

Some ministers switch posts, 
while others lose their jobs. As 
expected, there is a substantial 
change among junior ministers, 
in the interests of greater 
efficiency and policy, not of 
political equilibrium. 

M Jean Lecanuet, the Minis¬ 
ter of Justice and leader of the 
Democratic Centre, one of the 
three parties of the government 
majority, is promoted to the 
rank of Minister of State. 

But the most significant 
changes are the replacement of 
M Pierre Abelin, a centrist and

Paris court clears two of 
Delon bodyguard murder

Paris, Jan 12 

A Paris appeals court ruled 
today that there was no ground 
for putting M Francois 
Marcamoni on trial for com¬ 
plicity with others in the mur¬ 
der of Stephan Markovic, a 
former secretary and bodyguard 
of M Alain Deion, the French 
film star, in October, 1968. 

But the case, which for more 
than seven years has intrigued 
the public because of alleged 
political undertones, has still 
not finished. Mr Roland Dumas, 
counsel for the victim’s family, 
immediately announced that he 
Would be taking the case before 
the Cow de Cassation. - 

Another principal figure in 
the ease, M Uros Miiicevic, who 
was charged last September 
with complicity and instigating 
the crime, was also discharged 
today by the Paris court because 
of his mental condition and 
the absence of evidence against 
him. The court also relieved the 
family of the victim, a Yugo¬ 


slav national, of all expenses 
in filing par tie civile proceed¬ 
ings, designed to obtain com¬ 
pensation for their loss. 

Judge Alain Jegou ruled that, 
despite some troubling 
elements, there were far too 
many deficiencies and uncer¬ 
tainties in the investigations to 
justify putting M Marcamoni 
on trial. He was r ulin g on a 
Versailles magistrate’s findings 
which recommended a trial. The 
body of Markovic was found 
with a bullet wound in the head 
on a public rubbish dump at 
Elancourt, outside Paris. 

Me Gerard Dubigny, one of 
the counsel for M Marcamoni, 
promised after the decision: 
“We will have an opportunity 
to speak about this case which, 
for other than judicial motives, 
still goes, on.” However, Me 
Dumas accused t}ie Government 
“and particularly those friends 
of the fonner President still in 
office” of having given orders 
that the case should now be 
dropped. 


French mining chief beaten

Foreign workers leaving Germany

Bonn, Jan 12- 

The n umb er of aliens in West 
Germany has begun to fall for 
the first time since 1967, accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures just 
published. 

The Federal Statistics Office 
anno unced that there were 

about 4,089,000 foreigners living 
here at rite end of September, 
when the central aliens’ register 
was last checked. That repre¬ 
sents a fall of about 38,000, or 
barely 1 per cent, compared 
with a year earlier, and can 
be attributed directly to the 
economic recession. Nobody 
doubts that the downward trend 
is continuing. „ , 

- ? "3he relatively small decline 
net foreign population 
-^b^wever masks a. considerably 
larger reduction in the foreign 
labour force from its 1973 peak 
of about 2^50,000- . /. 

Most of the foreign popula¬ 
tion are nationals of six 


Mediterranean countries. Of 
these, Yugoslavs, Italians, 
Greeks, Spaniards and Portu¬ 
guese, taken together, declined 
by 102,000, or 5 per cent. Only 
fiie Turkish community 
increased, by 49,200 to a new 
peak of 1,077,000. 

As there has been no recruit¬ 
ment of non-EEC labour since 
November, 1973, the increase 
in the Turkish population, West 
Germany’s largest alien 
minority, is due entirely to an 
extraordinarily high birth rate. 

According to unemployment 
figures at the end of December, 
out-of-work aliens continue , to 
form a disproportionately high 
element in the figures for the 
work force as a whale. Although 
they constitute about 9 per cent 
of the labour force, foreigners 
account for 21,85 per cent of 
the unemployed. 

Tbe national unemployment 

rate is now 53 per cent, but 
that for aliens is 63 -per cent. 


Yet whereas unemployment 
among West German nationals 
rose by 10.8 per cent compared 
with a year earlier, the rate 
tor aliens rose by only 2.6 per 
cent. The Federal' Labour 
Office attributes this difference 
to increasing departures for 
home of foreign workers. 

Although the total alien 
population can be expected to 
decline again this year, its un¬ 
even distribution geographic¬ 
ally and economically means 
that it will never serve as a 
" cushion ” for unemployment 
among West German citizens. 

Nearly 30 per cent of 
foreigners live in North Rhine- 
Wcsiphalia, where they account 
for more than one in 14 of 
the papulation of West Ger- 
manv’s most populous state. In 
Baden - Wurttemberg they 
amount to one in 10 of the 
population. They also tend to 
do the lower-paid or “dirty” 
jobs which West Germans still 
do not seem to want.

Before that 
time and since there has been con¬ 
tinuing strengthening of the situa¬ 
tion on the ground in Armagh. I 
agree with her that it must be 
determined and sustained. 
(C beers.) 

On the question of personal iden¬ 
tity checks, this means that the 
Army and police vdll, as necessary, 
stop people and question them 
about what they are doing and 
where they are. 

1 hope there is no misunder¬ 
standing about tbe use of existing 
powers of arrest. What I said cer¬ 
tainly does not mean that these 
were not used to the toll before. 
There has been in the last year 
throughout the province an enor¬ 
mous increase in tbe number of 
people brought before the courts 
and sentenced—getting on for 40 
per cent. 

In spice of tbe release of 
.detainees the total numbers in 
prison on security offences have 
considerably increased. Tbe words' 
I used do not mean that it wiH be 
an Armagh concentrated policy. It 
win continue in toe future, as in 
the past, to cover all areas of tbe 
province where terrorism is 
operating or is in prospect. 

Tbe measures taken for tills 
special emergency area mean a 
substantial increase is the forces 
available and a much more direct 
atxadk being possible in that area. 

There are sensitive problems 
about military cooperation with 
the South, going back into very 
remote periods of history. Wbat 
was achieved last week as a result 
of tbe Secretary of State’s talks 
with the Republic’s Minister Of 
Justice is a further Im provem ent, 
already notable in toe time of Mr 
Whitelaw and very much speeded 
up since, in relation to police coo¬ 
peration. 

MR THORPE. Leader of the 
liberal £arty (North Devon, L)— 
Taking toe position in South 
Armagh, and tbe fact that Mr Wil¬ 
son referred only to toe strength¬ 
ening of contact between police 
forces with the talks with Mr 


Cooney, in this sphere more than 
anywhere else in the province, 
army to army cooperation is as 
Important, If not more important, 
than police to police contact. 

The Irish arzhy, for reasons writ 
known historically have less 
power, for example, to search, 
than toe police and Army have 
north of the border. Have toe talks 
gone some way to solving that 
problem ? Mr Wilson bas referred 
to the possibility of all-party talks 
on security. Is he likely to be 
making a statement in that 
regard ? 

MR WILSON—The talks that Mr 
Rees had with the Minister Fir 
Justice were about police coopa a- 
tion. On the problem of army to 
army cooperation, our writ o es 
not run south of the border—that 
matter was settled more than a 
half century ago—and further the 
whole concept of the functions of 
toe army in the Republic is dif¬ 
ferent from the Army here and 
other areas where they are dep¬ 
loyed. For example, toe Irish army 
does not have any legislative auth¬ 
ority to exercise powers for toe 
control of terrorism. Nothing that 
can be done by negotiations wiH 
give them these powers. , 

They are concerned in toe Dail 
with other legislation which could 
be of significance in fighting ter¬ 
rorism in Northern Ireland, hut we 
are not in a position to dictat e to 
them, any more than the previous 
Conservative Government - fere, 
that there should he army to army 
cooperation. .... 

The tigbteofcw-up ofpoHce to 
police cooperation will help in 
everv way posrible to rotation to 
securlto north and south of the 
border within the limitations I 
have mentioned. 

I have proposed, and it is not a 
new suggestion, that there should 
be talks between the main parties 
in this House, including tho se 
elected to represent the security 
interests of Northern Ireland, and 
that these talks should become 
quite regular. This does cot to any 
way inhibit tbe right of any party 
or MP to express their strongest 
possible criticism on anything they 
do not agree with. 

This question of security tran¬ 
scends party divisions to tins 
House; we are all united in oar 
determination to see terrorism 
dealt with. 1 do not claim any 
group of MPs have a monopoly 
of wisdom or ingenuity in dealing 
with these matters. I shall be 
welcoming ideas put forward. 

Following any talks we may nave 
on this basis at Downing Street I 
would hope, solely within the area 
of security, and not future consti¬ 
tutional policy, it might be pos¬ 
sible that elected representatives to 
tbe Northern Ireland convention 
could be identified with the main 
'Westminster parties in this vitally 
im p orta n t task. 

MR MOLYNEAUN (South 
Antrim, VUUC)—We too feel tint 
there must be a sustained determi¬ 
nation to eradicate terrorism and 
there must be no temptation to 
mark time while certain constitu¬ 
tional discussions are taking place 
because the outcome of these dis¬ 
cussions could not be of any in¬ 
terest to the Provisional IRA. 

MR WILSON—There Is no ques¬ 
tion at all of our marking time 

while a was ting the constitutional 
solution. There will be no future 
for Northern Ireland unless, first, 
we have effective security against 
terrorism, and secondly, a viable 
and acceptable policy. 

MR MCNAMARA (Kingston 
upon Hull, Central, Lab)—Ttes 
concentration purely and simply 
oq tbe border could Avert the 
atte n tion of people from the real 
problem winch is one of indi¬ 
genous sectarian violence from

Warning of massacre 
if Army withdraws 


MR NEAVE, Opposition spokes¬ 
man on Northern Ireland (Abing¬ 
don, C), said it seemed certain that 
in 1976 tire Northern Ireland prob¬ 
lem would prove a banh test of 
physical and political courage for 
the United Kingdom- They bad to 
agree on a stable system.of govern¬ 
ment, widely accepted throughout 
tbe community in Northern Ireland 
and at tiie same time to prevent 
murders developing into dvfl war 
in the province. 

It was a great danger in this 
country that many people, faced 
with what they imaged to be the 
reality of the Northern Ireland 
problem, were being encouraged to 
run away from it. The argument 
was being heard in certain places 
fiat they should “ boll oat . In 
this weary and repine attitude lay 
the seeds of an even more terrible 
disaster. (Conservative cheers.) 

The withdrawal of die Army 
-would lead to the massacre of in¬ 
nocent people. It bad been esti¬ 
mated that 250,000 people would 
lose their lives if mis happened. 
The assassins would be seen to be 
toe victors all over the world. It 
was toe Provisional IRA and other 
para-military groups who wasted 
toe Army out, not tire ordinary 
people of Northern Ireland or the 
Government in Dublin. 

Ulster was not Aden or Vietnam 
but a pert of tbe United Kingdom 
for which the Government 
accepted responsibility ami where 
they bad tire obligation to uphold 
tire law. as they bad acknowledged 
today. 

We ate sot (he said) bolding the 

ring in a peace-keeping role. Our 
duty is to restore order In a part of 
toe United Kingdom. 

Since responsibility rested _ at 
Westminster, they must stand firm 
and resist the voices of defeat. Any 
talk of.withdrawal, gradual or oth¬ 
erwise, would be damaging to the 
morale of tire ordinary people of 
Northern Ireland, let alone toe 
security f races. 

Tbe Government were right to 
recall a Convention and to give 


further consideration to a system 
of government which could com¬ 
mand widespread support through¬ 
out tiie community. The threat of 
civil war justified this. 

While the armed forces were In¬ 
volved in the internal security in 
Northern Ireland, it was tire Secre¬ 
tary of State who remained respon¬ 
sible. If the Army could be 
reduced to a peacetime level, that 
would be tire time to transfer 
responsibility to a new Northern 
Ireland executive. 

Unless the security situation Im¬ 
proved considerably, the political 
futur e for Northern Ireland would 
be destroyed. In South Armagh, 
toe Army must be seen to be on 
tire offensive and must be seen by 
everyone in the areas where tbe 
mrauerers rated, They had a duty 
to rive leadership in Northern Ire¬ 
land and Mr Wflson had issued a 
stern warning to those people who 
threatened to take law into their 
own hands.

They were wear¬ 
ing it for washing the floors, 
for utility clothes thai had co be 
cheap. Today, cotton is a fashion 
irem and utility clothes are 
more likely to be made in 
sjDtfaencs.'’ Thus, Roy Keeling, 
United Kingdom Director of the 
International Institute for 
Cotton. 

“We are now seeing die 
decline of high profitability and 
great growth of synthetic fibre 
companies—or at least of those 
great names which have come 
io dominate the industry ”, John 
Wilcox, International Wool 
Secretariat Area Director for 
North West Europe, said in his 
paper ro textile editors, reported 
io Wool Record recently. 

I can hardly quarrel with 
either statement. The IWS was 
the first British organization to 
employ Bernard Nevili, at pre¬ 
sent making fortunes for the 
Italian Canoni firm, after he left 
Liberty, and while I do think it 
might redesign poor Mr 
Wilcox’s title, which is quite 
immemorable, its production of 
world style shows and its news 
service is excellent. 

Cotton, of course, is at this 
moment the most fashionable 
fabric in the western hemi¬ 
sphere. All at once ir seems 
people have discovered that 
jeans are warm enough for 
winter, than layers of a natural 
fibre are a substitute for one 
much more expensive covering 
(.something mountaineers, sur¬ 
vival expens, motor raring 
drivers and others have knowu 
for a wbilei. The most fashion¬ 
able winter coat is not a coat at 
all but a brief quilted cotton 
jacket. . . , . 

Why this revival of interest 
in natural fibres? Roy Keeliug 
savs we are at last becoming 
more discerning and “sensual’ 
customers. We have been geared 
to price above all for many 
years, but now chat everything 
is expensive anyway, ail sorts 
of qualities—handle, feel, design 
above all. colour raking., and 
wearability — come into force. 
Beginning with the sensual 
aspect, there is surely, for any 
woman offered die choice, no 
comparison between the feel of 
soft, crisp cotton or sheer silk 
crepe de chine or dense, cosv 
wool and a substitute. Real 
fabrics caress and flatter toe 
bodv in a way that no synthetic 
ever seems able to do. Synthe¬ 
tics just stick where you least 

want them to. . 

Then, price. Must synthetics 
are oil-based, so with tlie in¬ 
credible hikes in the cost o£ 
thlg raw material and the ffsns- 
formation of oil into a political 
football, prices have nearly 
levelled out. But what about 
easy care and all those postwar 
white-hot technological wonders 
Synthetics promised—and 6 ave - 
First, the return to natural 
fibres is led, as is so much of 
fashion by the voung. They are 
disenchanted with a world that 
seemed marvellous to their 
parents; they arc concerned 
about the use of irreplucaWe 
natural resources : they are con¬ 
cerned about the pollution

effects of oil and in bv-pro- 
ducis. and perhaps most of all 
the new Puritan backlash sees 
a virtue and indeed a pleasure 
in washing by hand, and iron¬ 
ing, and the nostalgic. Tiggy- 
Winkle pleasures of getting up 
the household laundry. W 20 ring 
natural fibres goes naturally 
with making your own bread 
and self-sufficiency in general, 
I suppose. And once you have 
accepted that^ the upkeep is 
harder—though many people 
feel that slight creasing is no 
longer unfashionable—the pro¬ 
perties of natural fibres are so 
appealing 

Cotton in rainwear, for ex¬ 
ample. will swell when wet and 
exclude the water, while a syn¬ 
thetic remains adamantly as 
you put ir. If you get hot, 
natural fibres have a capillary 
actioit which draws away the 
sweat from your body and dis¬ 
perses it to evaporate comfort¬ 
ably. Similarly, in intense cold 
natural fibres draw off and dis¬ 
perse safely body dampness 
which could freeze on you and 
kill you. Modern trashing 
powders, which are so aood that 
this same capillary action which 
makes stains penetrate more 
disastrously can be eased out, 
have reduced the area of syn¬ 
thetic advantage. Incidentally, 
when will there be a cold water 
washing powder in ibis 
countrv ? I; must be technically 
possible, and thir 1 : of the Sav¬ 
ina in energy and money. 

The point which remains in¬ 
finitely and seductively argu¬ 
able in my mind about the re¬ 
vival of interest at the fashion 
end. and into the mass market 
end. iu natural fibres is 
whether, if really top level de¬ 
sign talent had been used on 
synthetic fabrics, so that they 
emerged as entities in their own 
right rather than approxima- . 
tions of nature’s artefacts, the 
situation, would now be the , 
same. 

Synthetic fibres, after all, 
offer such practical advantages, 
but I find it hard not to see 
in die companies that produce 


them, and which are mostly 
huge, a perfect and expensive 
illustration of ihe h*ck of de- 
sigu management in this coun¬ 
try and a perfect end expensive 
illustration of the periis of size. 
The elephant indeed has a 
trunk and feet of exceptional 
sensitivity. I read in my zoo¬ 
logical manuals, but die jumbo 
companies seem to have more 
in common with the dinosaur, 
whose predictive antennae were 
so imprecise that he died out. 

No one. least of all myself, 
wants to see the big companies, 
which have done so much for 
the consumer iu terms of re¬ 
search. efficiency, price and 
supply, decline, but I do find . 
their attitude to me concept of 
desigu haffling. We are in 

the mass market they say. 
dazing me with figures of yard¬ 
age which outstrips my fingers 
and toes, upon which I nor¬ 
mally count, and dismissing my 
murmurs nf small prototype en¬ 
claves established ro service dif¬ 
ferent sections of the company 
a$ unnecessary at Uic volume 
end. Many of them, indeed, 
employ a very high le\el of 
consultancy, or wnut I would 
describe mure harshly as a spy 
system, to advise them of enm- 
jng trends. My theory is That 
with their own design section, 


riv’-'e.'iv managed, coupled with 
their sire, they could them¬ 
selves dictate style rather than 
having to scramble to be first 
or second. 

Ir was thu: with particular 
interest and enjoyment that I 
read a book called Design Altit- 
lerjf. by Eerr.at Klein, tvhich 
has just beer, published by 
Seeker and ‘.•.'arhurg (£2.30). 
Unlike must books about

PROFILE OF THE PRESIDENT 

With his athletic build, supple bearing, sparkling smile, General Gnassmgbe 
Eyadema is a force of nature. His favourite pastime is still hunting and, like 
Edward VII of England, he is one of the world’s best shots. 

From his native Lama-Kara, among the rugged country of the north, 
President Eyadema has retained the courage, openness and endurance of a 
countryman. One should have met him in his home village of Pya to realize that 
Gnassingbe Eyadema has forgotten nothing of the lessons learned in his youth. 

An easy and approachable man listening with equal attention to all the 
people, preferring camp life to the pomp and circumstance of the presidential 
Palace, General Eyadema has chosen to live in the military camp of Tokoin. 
The most striking things about him are integrity and uprightness combined with 
a goodness which is the sign of true greatness. Frequently be strolls incognito 
in the streets of Lome to “ take the temperature ” of his people. One day he was 
strolling anonymously in a suburb of Lome and watched a game of PETANQUE 
_the players did not recognise him until the end of the game ! 

General Gnassingbe Eyadema was born at Pya (in the region of Lama-Kara) 
of Cabraise stock. He studied at Pya and Farende and in 1953 he joined the 
French army. He served for 10 years successively in Indochina, Algeria, France, 
Dahomey and Nigeria. 

His bravery and excellent reports earned him the medal of Chevalier de la 
Legion d'Honneur. The same qualities of valiant soldier meant that he was twice 
put forward for the officers’ school in Frejus (France). Because the authorities 
in his country raised political objection, his candidature was annulled. After the 
state coup of January 13th 1963 which heralded the rise of the Grunitzky 
regime, he took up service again in the Togolese army as a lieutenant. Promoted 
in 1964 to Chef de Battaillon, he ascended the ladder and as a Lieutenant- 
Colonel he supported the Grunitzky government at the time of th® attempted 
coup d’etat of November 21st 1966. 

On January 13th 1967, because Granitszky’s government had become a 
shambles, Eyadema stepped into the breach as the new Head of State and set 
about putting things to rights. He became Brigadier-General in 1970 by popular 
choice, and his first major task was to eliminate futile and partisan squabbles 
and to weld together the North and the more developed South in transcending 
regional divisions to create a unified Togo. 

To encourage this rediscovered unity, he created a great movement which 
regrouped all the people of Togo into a national party, the R.P.T. (Union of the

One of the greatest riches of Togo are its phosphates. The 
deposits which yield a commercial grade of exceptioa&L 
quality—-78 % to 80% TRI CALCIUM PHOSPHATE (TCP- 
BPL), are situated a convenient 10 to 30 kilometres from the 
coast. In this region of Benin, the proven deposits are over 
130 million tons, these reserves were confirmed in a geological 
study made in 1954.

The phosphates' of Togo are now owned 100% by the 
Togolese, the Compagnie Togolais e des Mines dm Benin was 
nationalised in 1974 and plans are afoot to increase annual 
production to 3 million tons and to treat one million tons on 
site ax Kpeme for the production of sophisticated products 
like Phosphoric Acid and its derivatives. „ 

Giant excavating machines with a capacity of 7UO to ouu 
tons an hour bite out vast mouthfuls of phosphate jnainx at 
BAHATOE and KPOGAME and a 26 kflometre railway carries 
the phosphate rock down to Kpeme on the coast. Twen ty-fo ur 
to twenty-eight wagons, each carrying 24 tone of phosphate 
rock, make up one train load which is discharged at a siding 
alongside the Kpeme plant. . 

Kpeme itself lies 35 kilometres east of Lome, just short 
of Aneho and the Dahomey border; the first thing you see 
on approaching is the 1,400 yard long metal jett^ with prob¬ 
ably a ship of 50,000 tons displacement alongside, loading 
phosphates—an impressive sight. _ . „ . , 

It is a modern plant and the “ flow p&an is. extremely 
sample The phosphate reck is scooped from the siding on to 
a conveyor belt and the purpose of the Plant treatment is 
to remove all unwanted material and to reduce the rock 
to a fine sand with a particle size of 3 millimetres. Four 
separate conveyor belts, each with a capacity of 150 tons an 
hour, feed the rock into 4 parallel sets of equipment which 
with water and Cyclones separate out the unwanted particles. 
Lastly the water is removed by HEAT and the fine sandlike 
phosphate continues out to storage—250,000 tons capacity.

and the phosphate has only a humidity of 1% maximum . A 
fifth M Chaine de traherneur” will raise capacity to the 
planned 3 million.tons by the end of 1978, or in 1979. 

Kpeme produces its own electricity, there is a Diesel. 
electric plant alongside the phosphate treatment area and 
it H a s a capacity of 12,600 kW and 63,000 Volts. 

The world recession has made 1975 a difficult year for 
everyone in the Commodity Market, ami Phosphates have 
suffered along with the others. Morocco is much the largest 
exporter of Phosphates in the world (the USA and the USSR 
both produce more) and to an extent Togo must follow, in 
her marketing wake. In 1974 Morocco reached 20 million 
tons production of Phosphates for the first time and exported 
nearly all this tonnage; Togo also achieved a record 
2,552.854 tons. All Togo’s production is in the 77/79% or 
TRICALCIQUE range which is amongst the highest _in the 
world, whilst Morocco’s main tonnage falls into the 70% to 
78% ranges. . 

For 1975 the position is bleaker, Morocco. Will chalk up 
maximum sales of 16 million tons; 4 million down on. 1974 
and 6i millio n down on the original projection—and we have 
cut back to LI ‘millio n tons from a projected 2.6 (the pre> ■ 
seat maximum capacity of -Kpeme). Morocco .will probably 
secure an income exceeding SI.I billion from its exports -of 
Phosphates and we plan for over S7L5 million, with our 
major customers being France, Germany and the, Benelux.. 
However we also look to barter deals in the near future with 
Gabon and Nigeria?—crude oil for our new Lome refinery in 
exchange for. phosp h ates. • - 

The long-term outlook for Phosphates has -to be .good, 
the burgeoning world population will put pressure, on the** 
farmers £o raise international coop standards towards those 
achieved in the United Stares and so world demand can quickly 
outstrip the supply position once more. However, the short¬ 
term outlook is less good, farmers know they can cut back 
on phosphates for up to 3 years before the crop yields fall off 
dramatically and the financial shock of the new petrol prices 
have made them husband their resources.

quiet, the Government intro¬ 
duced in 3971 the Urban 
Development Promotion Law, 
which is every bit os radical 
as. although rather Jess clumsy 
than, our Community Land 
Act.

If the devolution debate that begins in the 
House of Commons today is to be con¬ 
structive one of its main purposes must 
be to minimize the potential points of 
friction between Westminster and the 
Scottish Assembly. The worst of these is 
not die Westminster veto about which so 
much lias been heard. It is tbe proposed 
method of financing the Assembly. 

The "White Paper recommends that this 
should be essentially by a black grant 
from the Exchequer, with the Assembly 
having the right in addition to levy a 
surcharge on local authority taxation. 
With the present system of local authority 
finance that would mean simply the right 
to levy a surcharge on the rates, which 
would be highly unpopular and unlikely to 
be used to any great extent. 

Tbe block grant is, therefore, tbe key. 
How would its size be determined ? Tbe 
White Paper has a bland and easy answer, 
i " The amount will be a matter for political 
judgment, on tbe basis of an assessment 
of relative needs made jointly with the 
1 Scottish administration through close and 
continuous collaboration.” It goes on to 
say optimistically that “ with understand¬ 
ing on both sides agreement should usually 
be reached on a total accepted as fair both 
to Scotland and to the rest of the United 
Kingdom”. The Secretary of State for 
Scotland. Mr William Ross, has recently 
described the procedure in somewhat cosy 
and improbable terms. 

The reality would be very different. If 
the size of the block gram is to be settled 
in an annual bout of political haggling, 
that will simply build conflict into the 
system. Either the grant will be so large 
that Scottish opinion is bound to be 
satisfied, in which case it will almost 
certainly be inflationary.

One of the features of these arrange¬ 
ments is that the Scottish Office is 
red octane to make full use of its discretion 
to do flu' i>gv differently. 

That is why administrative devolution 
is not always so far-reaching as it sounds. 
Scottish officials do not want to upset their 
colleagues in the relevant Whitehall 
department. This may be partly because 
of the psychological balance. It is also 
no doubt because of a shrewd awareness 
of the need for Treasury approval for all 
expenditure proposals, which would not be 
so readily given if it were thought in 
Whitehall that the Scots were implement¬ 
ing some hare-brained schemes. 

Similarly, a Scottish administration res¬ 
ponsible to the Assembly would find itself, 
while negotiating the size of the block 
grant, in fact arguing about its ingredients 
—which would mean having to justify its 
own individual policies. It would be 
demanding money to make up the backlog 
in Scottish housing or to keep pace with, 
say. the recruitment of teachers in Eng¬ 
land. Having obtained the money for 
teachers, a Scottish administration would 
then have the right to spend it on nurses 
instead—but that would hardly be tbe 
best way to secure a large block grant next 
year. If the Assembly Is to be financed to 
such an extent by a block grant settled 
each year by a process of political bargain¬ 
ing it will inevitably limit the capacity of 
a Scottish a dminis trating to pursue 
distinctive policies in fields that have 
nominally been devolved. 

One alternative would be to give the 
Assembly greater power to raise its own 
taxes. There is certainly a case for going 
further in that direction, but there seems 
no prospect of the Government going so 
far at this stage as to make the block 
grant of only subsidiary importance. A 
Scottish administration could be given a 


also be quite unrelated to the developing 
needs of Scotland. That is especially true 
of the oil revenues where the forecasts 
differ so widely. Such a solution woidd 
therefore not be compatible with the 
strategy of the White Paper xn continuing 
to assess the need throughout the United 
Kingdom as a whole. 

But it would be entirely consistent with 
this principle to develop a more automatic 
formula foe calculating the size of the 
grant each year. It could be based on 
population and geography, weighted 
according to various indices of deprivation 
and other factors. It would not matter if 
tbe fcrenula itself were complicated 
because it would not have to be 
renegotiated each year. 

The White Paper declares that no neat 
formula could be devised to produce fair 
shares few Scotland in varying circum¬ 
stances from year to year, and the task 
would certainly not be easy. But this is 
one of those cases where administrative 
objections can be accepted too readily. 
A firmer commitment is needed than tbe 
vague promise in the White Paper _ to 
with the Scottish administration 
the possibility of collecting objective 
information on standards and needs. 

The most ingenious formula in tbe 
world could not remove all contention 
from the financing of the Assembly. . By 
its very nature k is always likely to want 
more than it will be given. But a formula 
based on objective criteria could provide 
for a fair allocation of money from the 
Exchequer between Scotland and the rest 
of tbe United Kingdom. If it could be 

S plied automatically it would minimize 
e annual haggling; and it would also 
give the Scottish administration tbe real 
discretion in spending the' money it has 
been promised but which under the present 
proposals would be largely an illusion.

How long now can Senora Peron survive? 


Even for Argentina where, as a 
senior diplomat put it, “ every¬ 
thing bad that can happen to 
a country either has happened, 
is happening or is being 
plottedthe past few weeks 
have been spectacular. 

Normally, the Christmas 
season heralds a pause in the 
turbulent political scene, but 
the closing weeks of 1975 
brought further allegations of 
misuse of state funds and em¬ 
bezzlement by members of the 
Government—and even by tbe 
President. Senora Maria Estela 
Peron herself. To this were 
added reports of cocaine traf¬ 
ficking by the powerful, an up¬ 
rising against the Government 
by the air force, and one of the 
largest guerrilla operations ever 
mounted in Latin America. 

The onlv positive thing Senor 
Ricardo Balbin, the Radical 
Party leader, had to say about 
1975 in Argentina was that it 
was now over—and he fervently 
hoped 1976 would not provide a 
repetition. He further sug¬ 
gested (to a Government still 
reding from the most profound 
attacks yet on its 19 month 
administration) that 1976 would 
provide the supreme test for 
its survival. 

Ironically, a few- days after 
his comments, Senor Ealbin's 
house was bombed, though he 
was unharmed. 

And to the end of the year, 

, the nightmarish round of politi¬ 
cal murders and kidnappings 
went on. On a sunny Sunday 
afternoon on December 23, 
Roberto Quieto. one of the two 
main leaders of the Montoneros, 
rhe Peronist guerrilla organiza¬ 
tion, was seized—wearing only 
his swimming trunks—as he 
played with "his two sons on a 
beach outside Buenos Aires.

By now almost everyone in 
.Argentina has suffered the per¬ 
sonal loss of a friend or relative 
in the ceaseless ideological war 
waged by left and right v.ing 
guerrillas. Assassinations are 
now running at the rate of about 
150 a month. 

This atmosphere of growing 
lawlessness and terrifying per¬ 
sonal insecurity is poisoned by 
economic insecurity. At die 
end of December, the Argen¬ 
tine peso was once again de¬ 
valued-making a total of 85 
per cent depreciation since die 
beginning of the year, while the 
annual inflation rate has now 
surged beyond 300 per cent. 
Workers, whose wages are now 
worth half that of last summer, 
cannot afford the luxury goods 
displayed in shop windows, cre¬ 
ating bitterness and tension 
exacerbated by black market¬ 
eer! ng, financial speculation by 
foreign businessmen and cor¬ 
ruption among the rich and 
powerful, a situation summed 
up by the military as “social 
and political chaos ”. And, 
according to military sources, 
35 out of 34 Argentine generals 
voted to end the Peronist ad¬ 
ministration if this persisted. 

For it is the military who, in 
tbe midst of a crumbling, divid¬ 
ed and discredited Peronist 
administration, have now come 
to the Forefront of political life. 

Their new cohesion and 
authority have been increas¬ 
ingly evident since the four-day 
revolt in December by the air¬ 
force to force Senora Peron out 
of office and reinstate armed 
forces commander Jorge Videia 
as head of the country. The 
new commander of the Moron 
airbase (the rebels' headquar¬ 
ters t said pointedly that “the 
surrender should not be con¬ 
sidered a defeat ”, an indication 
of the sympathy if not outright 
support_ felt throughout the 
armed forces for the rebels. 

Even they did not consider 
their failure to bring down the 
Government a total loss because 


“ (hey bad made their case 
known ”. Nevertheless, the 
armed forces stood by the con¬ 
stitution—and only one general 
actually came out in support of 
the airforce rebels. 

Belatedly, and bowing to 
military pressure, Senora Peron 
has been making an attempt to 
rally her Government. She has 
sacked her former top adviser, 
Senor Lopez Rega, exiled to 
Spain in the summer under 
combined union and military 
pressure, but later given the 
post of roving ambassador. 

He is now wanted in Buotos 
Aires to answer charges of em¬ 
bezzlement while holding the 
post of Minister of Social 
Security, but be has shown do 
signs of retimung. 

The new cohesion of the 
army, despke some ideological 
differences between miHrary 
“ hawks ” favouring a Pinochet- 
type regime and a snore 
moderate .line favoured by Com¬ 
mander Videia (and supported 
by ex-dictator Lanusse) con¬ 
trasts sifpnficantly with the 
confusion within the Peronist 
ranks. Peronists are backing 
the call for impeachment of 
their own leader Senora Peron, 
accused of malting out a cheque 
for 500,000 dollars from a state 
charity to the sisters of 
*' Evita **, the first wife of Presi¬ 
dent Juan Peron. As evidence 
of widescale government cor¬ 
ruption accumulates, so tbe rip¬ 
ples from the ** Argentine 
Watergate ”, as it has been 
dubbed, increasingly threaten 
the survival of the GoveromeiK. 

Nor does 1976 promise any 
relief to the immense problems 
Senora Peron and her adminis¬ 
tration will face. She wiH have 
to cope with the increasing 
rote of the military in every 
sphere of public life, with con¬ 
gress functioning at present like 
a battlefield and with the con¬ 
frontation of the two key figures 
in Argentine trade unions. 
Senor Lorenzo Miguel, General 
Secretary of the 62 Peronist 
organizations and Senor Victor 
Calabro, Governor of Buenos 
Aires.

But 
when we drove buck along the 
canal, we found that the air 
around the Cattle Road bridge, 
where the railway tracks leaving 
Temple Meads crovs a small 
branch of the river, was alive 
with milling starlings. 

Across the rat) sheds we could 
see that Brunei's station build¬ 
ings were having every pinnacle 
arid ledge filled with birds. 
From time to time great flurries 
or birds would rise for no 
apparent reason, mill about and 


descend once more. They took 
no notice of the arrival and 
departure of trains, or frequent 
loudspeaker announcements. 

We went round to the station 
entrance and found that some 
birds had entered the farther 
end of the platform sheds, 
where they sbriHed among the 
girders. Many more were 
fluttering against British Rail's 
protective netting, crying to find 
their way in. 

Taylor reckoned that from 
what we had seen there would 
probably be at least 20,000 star¬ 
lings sleeping at Temple Meads. 
“ It is remarkable when you 
think that the starlings did not 
nest in this part of the country 
before 1800 ”, he said. But 
before be can say where all the 
birds came from he wifl have 
tu await the reports of the other 
observers.

Since the extinction of the old 
Stormont institutions in 1972 it 
has been a! tenet : of successive 
British administrations that de¬ 
volved -government' can be 
restored to Northern. Ireland 
only un der arrangements which 
command the approval, or at 
least the . acquiescence^ of .both 
the historical traditions -in 
Ulster in their politically 
organized aspects. First the

Fisheries Policy of the EEC. 
Unless the Community changes 
its mind member. states will be 
allowed to fish in each others’ 


waters without let or hindrance 
-after 1982. 

If 200-mile limi ts are estab¬ 
lished before then the United 
Kingdom will contribute more 
than half of the Community’s 
total sea area excluding the 
Mediterranean portion. British 
fishermen are asking for protec¬ 
tion against heavy fishing in 
waters that are traditionally 
British hy other Community 
countries which have exhausted 
their own grounds. Insistence on 
sticking to the rules in the 
British dispute with Iceland 
would offer other EEC countries 
a useful negotiating point against 
the United Kingdom after 1982. 

The suggestion by Mr Sigurds- 
son, the Icelandic Ambassador in 
London, that negotiations about 
catches m ight be resumed if 
ships of the Royal Navy left the 
disputed waters, should be 
heeded. A period for negotiation 
should be laid down in which 
British protection vessels should 
steer more than 200 miles away 
from Iceland. Such an agreement 
would of course be void if that 
country did not also permit 
British trawlers to remain in the 
disputed zone during the talks. 
The dispute is not about the 
right to fish, but about the 
weight of fish to be caught.

However, you are right to say feat 
i t wo uld be very difficult for fee 
UTJUC (United Ulster Unionist 
Council) structure to get off the 
ground at fee present time, and k 
may require some form of wider 
coalition to build up confidence m 
fee structures, to make them work¬ 
able ; and, if possible, to depolarize 
politics on fee constitutional issue 
at least. But there are certsdn 
caveats feat must be made about 
the suggestions m your leader. A 
wider coalition will he totally im¬ 
possible unless and until there is a 
greater sense of reality and a higher 
degree of responsibility among fee 
SDLP. Their present approach to 
a number of matters is quite un¬ 
realistic and fee pofeeing issue is 
just one of them. 

Moreover fee method of imple¬ 
menting such a structure you en¬ 
visage has very grave disadvantages. 
The 2973 Constitution Act would 
be regarded as a completely unac¬ 
ceptable instrument and the number 
and scope of the amendments we 
would require are such as to make 
fresh legislation necessary. Also it 
is quite unrealistic to try m convert 
fee Convention into a legislature. 
No party and no member of the 
Convention has the scintilla of a 
man d ate for such a course and we 
have witnessed in fee past the dan¬ 
ger of trying to create institutions 
feat do not have the indisputable 
authorization of fee electorate. 

fa order to secure this we believe 
it will be necessary to have both a 
referendum, and an election. As you 
say a referendum can be used to 
give-exceptional authority or legiti¬ 
macy to new institutions and as the 
proposed institutions will almost 
certainly be subjected to assault by 
extreme republicans such legitimacy 
will be necessary to give the first 
government the best possible moral 
authority to defeat them.

a girl selling her own prettily 
paused Minds. A botcher, a green¬ 
grocer, a dairy and two groceries 
have also disappeared. Instead we 
have oriental carpets, Indian 
dresses, yet another tile shop (Mexi¬ 
can this time) and a couple of those 
emporia half-way between antique 
an! junk shops. 

Interesting and colourful though 
these may all be, they cannot pro¬ 
vide a meeting place for people of 
all sorts as do fee half dozen sur¬ 
viving shops, always full of neigh¬ 
bourly gossip and friendly beck- 
chat Bat how caq these remaining 
small shopkeepers survive, wife 
leases faflikng m and extortionate 
new rents demanded ? For instance, 
what was once a general store has 
been converted into a private house 
reoeody advertised at £45,000. 

Villages like ours are important 
for many reasons beyond fee 
obvious one of convenience and 
there muse be many such—non only 
in London but in large towns aH 
over fee country—suffering a 
similar change in iharacter.

Sir, Many of us who have readied 
different conclusions about Con¬ 
corde and its effect on fee environ¬ 
ment from those of the Bishop of 
Kingston are gravely concerned 
about fee attacks fear have been 
made on him for daring to express 
bis views at fee inquiry at Wash¬ 
ington. 

If a man, together with many- 
other people, genuinely believes 
something to be harmful to his 
fellow human beings, is he to keep 
quiet about it because it happens 
to be British ? Or does feat very 
fact impose a greater responsibility 
upon him to make known his opinion 
and to seek to convince others as 
to its truth? The suggestion feat 
the former is a more “patriotic" 
course devalues a noble word. 

No less disturbing is Lord Boyd- 
Carpenter’s assertion feat all this is 
none of a bishop’s business and that 
be ought to confine himself to 
“spiritual matters ”. What were 
Christians celebrating at Christmas 
if not the fact feat God is involved 
in every part and aspect of human 
life, and that the distinction be¬ 
tween fee sacred and the secular is 
ultimately a false one ? If Con¬ 
corde’s noise diminishes the quality 
of life of many people, as the 
Bishop believes it does, then he 
ought to say so. It is only if our' 
bishops cease to care whether it 
does or it doesn't that we can 
accuse them of not doing their job 
properly. 

Like most other Bristol people I 
hope that Concorde will be able to 
land in the United States. But like 
many other people who share feat 
hope I find myself more embar¬ 
rassed by the words of some of our 
supporters than by those of our 
opponents. I have always thought we 
have a good case; the fact feat some 
people find it necessary to shout 
down those who disagree suggests 
feat they themselves are not so sure 
about it.

Overspill housing 

From Professor Edgar A. Rose 
Sir, There are many who must share 
Michael Hanloe’s dismay and con¬ 
cern (letter, January 7) at the 
decision of fee Greater London 
Council to phase out their overspill 
agreements under fee Town 
Development Act. 

The report of the Panel of 
Inquiry into fee Greater London 
Development Plan to which I was 
a signatory, recommended, inter 
alia, fee establishment of a Strategic 
Housing Authority for the capital, 
in part because of fee evidence of 
rapidly growing housing Deed and 
our concern that the then level of 
planned movement to new and 
expanding towns was minima] in 
relation to unplanned movements 
across the boundaries of the GLC 
area. 

Nevertheless, as a proportion of 
planned public housing provision 
provided by GLC and the boroughs, 
the figure was more significant. As 
a contribution to helping families 
in housing need, even an annual 
provision of homes for 4,000 
families is not to be sneezed at- 
If the figure could be doubled so 
much fee better. If unskilled wor¬ 
kers who bad been ineligible for 
rehonsing under fee Industrial 
Selection scheme could now be 
given access to housing, the dangers 
of increasing social polarisation 
would at least be mitigated. 

There is no evidence that GLC 
appreciates the need to assume 
strategic housing responsibilities or 
that its policy makers understand 
fee need to proride homes for Lon¬ 
doners both beyond as well as within 
its boundaries. Unfortunately, 
GLC’s negative decision, whilst 
quantitatively hardly likely to have

Consulting Scots 
over the border 

From Mr Adam Fergusson 
Sir, In all the talk and print about 
devolving power to Scotland there 
occurs again and again fee expres¬ 
sion, or its like, "what the Scots 
want ”. There must be many Scots, 
or-those who so regard themselves, 
like myself resident outside Scot¬ 
land who are becoming increasingly 
uncomfortable and resentful about 
the part they are being allowed to 
play in an aitair which is very close 
to their hearts. Quite apart from 
fee millions who have emigrated 
permanently from fee United King¬ 
dom (forfeiting, I suppose, any 
claim to be consulted about con¬ 
stitutional changes in their home¬ 
land), I would judge their numbers 

to be very great. They range from 
fee employees of Scottish firms, and 
their families, sent—as 1 was—to 
live over the border, to those who 
in fee past have found work here 
when none was available in Scot¬ 
land. 

Many, as I do, return “ home ” 
regularly; and all, if compelled to 
describe themselves as anything but 
British, would certainly call them¬ 
selves Scottish. My guess—for I do 
not know, and no one seems to 
have asked us—is that very few 
support the SNP 1 ® separatist aims, 
and feat few enough care greatly 
for what has been described as 
" effective devolution ”. The unity 
and integrity of fee Unired King¬ 
dom is very much part of their 
emotional security. They do not 
want to be “exiled'’, or to risk 
finding one day that they cannot 
go home without a permit. They 
would not seek—indeed, could not 
ask for—any say in local govern¬ 
ment policy during their absence in 
other parts of fee United Kingdom, 
any more than they would if they 
lived in other parts of the European 
Community: but feey would regard 
fundamental constitutional change 
in Scotland as very much their 
concern. 

Now, on fee very eve of fee 
publication of the Wltite Paper on 
devolution, came David Steel, fee 
Liberal MP for a border constitu¬ 
ency, asserting (in The Times of 
last November 26) “the right of 
fee Scottish people to determine 
their own future ”, and desiring 
a referendum which would be 
“ a badly needed recognition of fee 
soverrignty of fee Scottish people ”. 
Just before Christmas (on Decem¬ 
ber 17) there was your corres¬ 
pondent Geoffrey Smith holding 
forth about the right time “to ask 
the Scottish electorate if they 
warned full independence ”, and 
speaking of “ the settled conviction ” 


or “ the Scottish people 

This very day (January 12) fee 
title of your first leader demands 
to know whether “fee Scots” will 
ever be satisfied. I have not fee 
slightest doubt feat speaker after 
speaker in this week’s debate will 
be carrying on in fee same vein. 

To whom are feey referring ? 
Whom do feey include? Whom do 
they exclude? With what right? 
Where do I come in ? Why should 
only “the Scottish electorate", 
which embraces a substantia] pro¬ 
portion of Irish, Pakistanis, West 
Indians, mid English, too, among its 
numbers, many of whom arrived 
only in the past few years, play a 
greater part in determining fee 
future of Scotland than those x 
million native Scots or descendants 
of natives who took, and take, the 
Act of Union to mean what it said, 
and for whom, apparently, no one is 
speaking ?

Order for legal aid in criminal proceedings retrospective 


Regina v Tullett 
Before Judge Rubin 
(Judgment delivered January S] 

A Crown Court has power to 
grant an order for legal aid at 
any stage before completion of 
c riminal proceedings. The effect 
of such an order may be to cover 
the costs from the commencement 
of proceedings, as long as such 
casts have not already been paid, 
and fees which became payable 
and disbursements made before 
the order should be allowed so 
long as they are payable or in¬ 
curred for or in connexion with 
ihc proceedings to which the 
r>rder relates. The application for 
legal aid is part of the trial, and 
fees should be allowed accord- 
inglf. 

His Honour so beld when allow¬ 
ing an application for legal aid 
made at the conclusion of bis trial 
hv the defendant. George William 
TulIetL 

Section 28(7) of the Legal Aid 
Act. 1974, provides : ” Where a 
person is committed to or appears 
before the Crown Court for trial 
or sentence, or appears or is 
brought before the Crown Court 
to be dealt with, the court which 
commits him or the Crown Court 
may order that he shall be given 
legal aid for tbe purpose of the 
trial or other proceedings before 
the Crown Court.” 

Mr J. L. Foy and Mr J. H. 
Reddihough for the applicant: Mr 
R. C. Watt for the Metropolitan 
Police. 

JUDGE RUBIN said that the 
applicant was committed for trial 
on ah indictment containing two 
counts of driving while disquali¬ 
fied. He was not granted legal 
aid bv the magistrates' court. He 
completed a form of application 
for legal aid, but due to a mis¬ 
take in his solicitors’ office the 
form was never submitted - to the 
magistrates. The matter came 
for trial before his Honour on 
September 26, 1975. Before the 
trial started the applicant’s soli¬ 
citors went to the appropriate 
office to seek legal aid but were 
told to apply to the trial judge. 
On the applicant being orrainged 
he pleaded guilty id both coopts. 
It appeared that after the expira¬ 
tion of three months of his dis¬ 
qualification for three years, he 
had been informed by the new 
licensing centre at Swansea that 
lie was entitled to apply for a new 
licence* and a licence bad been 


granted to him. He was granted 
an absolute discharge ou both 
counts. 

At the conclusion of the trial 
Mr Foy asked for an order grant¬ 
ing legal aid for his trial. Had 
an application been made before 
or at the start of the trial an 
order would have been granted, 
snbject to an assessment of the 
applicant’s means. 

Tbe Metropolitan Police Solici¬ 
tor had been persuaded to instruct 
counsel to put before the court 
the case for protecting the legal 
aid fund. In civil cases the Law 
Society Instructed counsel to pro. 
tect the fund, but in criminal 
cases no one appeared to have 
such a duty. 

The powers of the court were 
regulated by the Legal Aid Act. 
1974. and the regulations made 
under or adopted by the Act. In 
the case of legal aid for civil 
litigation, aid started with tbe 
grant of the certificate, and not 
before, but there were provisions 
for the grant of emergency 
certificates. 

However, the provisions of tbe 
civil scheme administered by the 
Law Society were different from 
those of the scheme applicable 
to criminal cases administered by 
the- courts ; under Part 2 of the 
Act, legal aid in criminal pro¬ 
ceedings was granted not by way 
of certificate, but by an order. 
Such an order could be made 
orally by the judge in open court. 
It could also be made hy the 
appropriate*officer of the court 
without a hearing in open court. 

Section 28 contained a long list 
of proceedings for which legal aid 
might be granted, and specified 
tiie court or courts having power 
to make the order. In his Honour’s 
judgment the theme which ran 
through that section was that the 
power vested in a court to make 
an order for legal aid arose when 
the court became seised of the 
proceedings and continued as long 
as it remained seised. Mr Wan 
argued that the power ceased to 
exist once the proceedings bad 
commenced, and that the power 
given lo the-court by section 28(7), 
if it were to be exercised ar all, 
must be exercised before the pro¬ 
ceedings to which it related had 
commenced. In the case of a trial, 
it was argued, the power was 
only exercisable before arraign¬ 
ment. 

It was difficult, un The language 
of tbe subsection, to justify such 


a limitation on the power. Clearly, 
in most cases, legal aid would 
be sought and granted before the 
commencement of the effective 
bearing, but that was not neces¬ 
sarily always the case. It was not 
unknown for a defendant in the 
course of a trial to find himself 
in financial trouble and then to 
seek aid. It was also not un¬ 
common for a defendant to con¬ 
duct his own defence until convic¬ 
tion. Ac that stage, if tbe court 
were contemplating a custodial 
sentence, assistance of counsel 
might be most desirable. If Mr 
Watt were right, in neither of 
those cases could legal aid be 
granted in ihc Crown Court. 

Further, under section 29(1), a 
section dealing with the circum¬ 
stances in which legal aid might 
be ordered, the power was to be 
exercised “ where it appears to 
the court desirable to do so in 
the interests of justice ”. That 
might only appear to a trial judge 
after the commencement of the 
trial. Finally, section 29i6) 
required that where a doubt arose 
as to whether a legal aid order 
should be made, that doubt should 
be resolved in the defendant’s 
favour. 

For those reasons bis Honour 
was unable to accept that the 
power was so limited, and In his 
judgment it remained exercisable 
in tbe case of a committal for 
trial until the final conclusion 
of that trial. Further, where an 
application for legal aid was made 
before or during a trie! or pro¬ 
ceeding. that trial or proceeding 
remained before the coart and 
ought nnt to be treated as Con¬ 
cluded for the purposes of the 
Legal Aid Act until that applica¬ 
tion had been determined by the 
making or refusal of an order. 

As to the effect uf an order 
made after the sun of a trial, 
section 28 was drafted on tbe 
basis that an order, when made, 
was an order- in respect of a 
’* proceeding ", whether that pro¬ 
ceeding were a trial, a committal 
for sentence, an appeal, or some 
Other proceeding. Thai conclusion 
received support in particular 
from section 37(21, which pro¬ 
vided that, subject to the regula¬ 
tions, the costs should include 
sums on account of the fees par¬ 
able to any counsel or solicitor 
assigned to him and any dis¬ 
bursements . reasonably incurred 
by anv such solicitor Tor. nr in 
connexion with, the proceedings. 


As far as such fees were con- 
cemed. they were qualified by the 
word u payable ”, which meant 
that they must remain payable at 
tbe time of taxation. 

Accordingly- io a case where a 
defendant bad been able to pay 
the fees of his counsel and solici¬ 
tor for pan of the trial, those 
fees »o paid by him would not be 
payable aqaln out of tbe legal 
aid fund. Further, a disbursement 
incurred by the solicitor would 
have to retain that character at 
the time of taxation and it would 
cease to be a disbursement if tbe 
solicitor had recovered the sum 
disbursed from his own client or 
from someone else before taxation. 

Once tbe order was made, what 
was pavable under the order had 
to be determined by tbe proper 
officer of the court or -the taxing 
master, but they bad no power 
to allow, under section 37(2). any 
suras on account of fees winch 
bad been paid, or in respect of 
discharged disbursements ; but 
there was no reason why fees 
which became payable before that 
date should not be allowed, so 
long as they were payable or In¬ 
curred for. or in connexion with, 
tbe proceedings to which the 
order related. 

Under section 29. in cases of 
committal for trial on a charge of 
murder, and appeals by prosecu¬ 


tors to the Coart of Appeal, the 
court was bound to make a legal 
aid ortler. In all other cases tbe 
order should be made where it 
appeared to the court desirable 
to do so in the interests of 
justice. Where an application was 
made late in the day, and in par- 
ticular where tile delay was due 
to some neglect on the part of 
the defendant’s, solicitor to make 
the application In due time, that 
might be a factor which the court 
could and ought properly to take 
into account in the exercise of the 
discretion. How much weight 
should be given to that factor in 
any particular case must depend 
on the circumstances of that case. 

In the present case the order 
sought should be made, subject to 
the statement of the applicant's 
means being considered by the 
proper officer. When the bill came 
to be taxed. It would be a matter 
fur the proper officer or. the tax¬ 
ing master to determine what fees 
and disbursements to allow, but It 
would be proper to allow the fees 
referable to the hearing of the 
present application on the basis 
rhat the application was part of 
the trial which would not come 
to an end until tbe final disposal 
of the application.

Dame Agatha Christie, DBE, 
died yesterday at the , 8 * 

She belonged to the great period 
of English detective ^fiction. Her- 
work typified the and, 

after Dorothy Sayers died, she 
was recognized as the. un¬ 
doubted queen of her profession,. 

The popularity of her books 
not only survived • into an era 
when other crime writers had 

abandoned detection and Tvere 
trading in sex and violence,'but 
continued to grow. According to 
a Unesco report, she was the. 
most widely read British author 
in lie world, with translations. 
into 103 languages—14 more 
than Shakespeare. Her principal 
detectives, Poirot and Miss 
Marple. hold a secure place on 
the roll of classic sleuths which 
is headed I? Sherlock. Holmes. 

She was bom' izi September,' 
1890, at Torquay, the youngest 
daughter of ' Frederick Alvah 
Miller an American from New 
York. “My father . she re¬ 
called, “was .a gentleman of. 
substance, and' never did .a- 
bandsturn in his life, and he was . 
a most agreeable man”. She. 
received little or no formal edu¬ 
cation, but was brought up in a 
house full of books aind by a 
mother who encouraged her to 
read and tell stories. Further, 
encouragement came from Eden 
PhiIIpotts, who was a neighbour: 
-When she was 16, she went 
to Paris to be -trained as a 
singer, but found her voice not 
strong enough for opera or the 
concert, platform. She wrote 
some poems and “ rather gloomy 
stories of unrequited love.” 

In 1914 she married Archi¬ 
bald Christie (later . Colonel 
Archibald Christie, CMG, DSO).- 
While he was in France, she 
did VAD work at a local hos¬ 
pital and qualified as a dis¬ 
penser. Her Erst detective 
story. The Mysterious Affair at 
Styles (1920), not only utilized 
her knowledge of poisons but 
introduced Hercule Poirot, with 
d head, comically 
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on “die little grey cells”, who 
was based on Belg i a n refugees 
she had met. Tbe book enjoyed 
a modest success, but it was 
her seventh novel. The Murder 
of Roger Ackroyd (1926), which 
brought fame. Jn that same 
year a curious episode 
occurred: she vanished from 
her Surrey home, and was 
-found 10 days later, after a 
nationwide search. staying 
under a false name in -ah.hotel - 
at Harrogate, apparently suffer¬ 
ing from amnesia.' 

. She divorced Colonel Christie 
in 1928. • Left with a daughter ; 
to educate, she began to write 
seriously, and to travel.. Two 
years later, while risking Sir 
Leonard Woolley In Iraq, she 
met soother archaeologist. Max 
MaDowan. now Sir Max Mallo- 
wan, CBE, Emeritus Professor 
of Western Asiatic Archae¬ 
ology in die -. University- 
of London. ' They, .were . 
married almost at once, and 
she subsequently accompanied 
him on many of his expeditions 
to the Middle East, learning to 
help with photography.and the' 
piecing together of shards. 
Several of her detective stories , 
had a. Middle Eastern - back-’ 
ground, and one. Death Comes . 
As The End (1945), was Set in 
Ancient Egypt. 

Although she continued to 
write about Hercule Poirot— 
Murder on the Orient Express. 
(1934) and The ABC Murders • 
(1936) were tours de force to. -* 
equal ‘ Roger Ackroyd-^ largely, 
because her reader* insisted,.: 
sBe came to think him too arti¬ 
ficial • a character and she 
totally discarded the Watson- 
figure of Captain Hastings. She 



preferred, ' ‘ and' increasingly 
used. Miss Marple, the inquisi¬ 
tive spinster from Murder at 
the Vicarage (1930), who found 
the solution to all mysteries m 
her experience ,of human be¬ 
haviour in an English village. 

Mrs Christie, (as she con-, 
tinned to call herself for pro-, 
fessionai purposes) also wrote, 
more or' less for her ’ own 
pleasure,-a series of “ straight ” L 
novels under the strictly- 
guarded, pseudonym of '“Mary 
Westmacott”, but- year after 
year, through out the Second 
World War and the decades

stories continued to be, and 
usuaHy deserved to be, best 
sellers.. Her style. scarcely • 
changed and-her inventiveness 
showed -Iktle - decline: Mrs 
McGinty's Dead (1952), 4S0 
from Paddington (1957) and At 
Bertram’s Hotel (1965) : are 
every bit as good as Cards on 
the Table (1936) or The Moving 
Finger (1943)..

Goldberg/Lapu 
Queen Eliz abeth Hall 
Stephen Walsh 

Sunday’s second recital in 
Szymon Goldberg's and Radu 
Lupu’s Mozart cycle clustered 
round three of the violin 
sonatas the composer wrote 
when he first went to live in 
Vienna in 1781. Without much 
question the? are the first 
unequivocally great sonatas 
ever written for violin with 
piano. The players drew special 
attention to that point by end¬ 
ing (perhaps eccentrically) 
with the rather earlier D 
major, K 306, which for all its 
brilliance still shows an incho¬ 
ate sense of true duo writing. 
That Mozart should, in the three 
ensuing years, have gnne so 
far towards a full and mature 
sonata dialogue is, of course, 
less astonishing than the sheer 
quality of the music he wrote 
in doing so 

Certainly the 1781 sonata'; 
are a fund of marvellous and 
new musical ideas. Hearing 
them together emphasizes that 
fact. Yet so often they are 
played in a drab or routine wav, 
as “easy” pieces for mediocre 
players or as warraers-up at the 
start of a heavy programme. 


Sunday's performances of. 
the F major (K376), G major > 
and E flat sonatas, by contrast; * 
showed a proper sense of their 
uniqueness and genius. Each 
work was, so to speak, placed •• 
on its own, in its oivn light, and' • 
for the first time in my expert-' 1 ; 
ence the individual character 
of each sonata was rendered , * 
clearly and exactly—with none 
of that generalized sentiment" 
which too often passes for good 
Mozart style. 

The piano, by and large, still- 
leads here, seducing the violin . 
into collusion, and perhaps ir,* 
was for tout reason thar Radu . 1 
Lupu's style, iutimaie to the* 
point of secrecy, simple in 
gesture, studiedly unextrava- 
gant, seemed to dominate - 
matters. It made for plaving of ; 
exceptional purity, with only- 
the subtlest nuances. But it 
placed an undoubted strain on . ' 
Mr Goldberg, having tu echo 
the wonderful control and 
effortless lucidity of Mr Lupu’s 
playing. Usually he was success¬ 
ful, though there were a few . 
roughnesses and one or nvo •. • 
lost details. Occasionally, for • 
instance in the minore variation • 
of K379, he supplied exquisite' 
touches nf his own. Once or ■ ‘ 
twice one felt he could happily” 
hare expanded a phrase, given.-' 
it more shape, fondled it. 


Luciano Pavarotti 
C ovent Garden _

Repertory is a labyrinth for 
the Italian opera singer who 
wants to give recitals with 
piano accompaniment. Favourite 
arias sound dull without an 
orchestra (let alone a theatrical 
context) : classical arias are all 
right for warming up, though it 
tabes an extraordinary singer to 
bring them to real life. And. 
then, how many superb opera 
singers can bring their an fully 
to the fleeting epigram which 
is a song.

At Coyciu Garden un. Sunday 
Luciano Pavarotti had one good 
try with a group of Respighi's 
songs to poems by Ada Negri:

“Pioggia” with irs elaborate, 
atmospheric piano part, attrac¬ 
tively played by Leone Magiera. 

Everyone in the house (it was 
full, for the first time at one 
of these Sunday night recitals) 


knew that Pavarotti has a 
splendid tenor voice and a 
winning personality, though the 1 ' 
subtlety of his artistry remains - 
questionable. The Respighi 1 
songs were sung with real 
artistry. There was a delightful 
group of earlier drawing room 
songs. Including Rossini’s “La 
promessa" to which Mr Pava¬ 
rotti brought likable good 
humour and not mere semi- 1: 
mentality than irs composer 
intended. He might, in this 
centenary year, have fruitfully 
delved into Wolf-Ferrari's . 
Tuscan peasant love songs. 

In classical arias he began' 
edgily,' rlien produced some 
attractive soft singing for “Tre • 
guorni son ” and a fluent line 
for “ Gia ii sole dal Gange", 
Arias from Luisa Miller arid T 
Lombardi, though pleasantly, 
sung. needed orchestral ‘ 
accompaniment for proper . 
effect. In retrospect the recital • 
did less than justice to the 
charm and fluency which we 
expect from Mr Pavarotti. ■ 
Even in his encore his tntonu- 1 
rion and registration could be', 
faulted. Concert platforms do 
not suit him.

Vratsa treasure, 


Big national exhibitions like 
T he Golden Age of Spanish 
Painting at the Royal Academy 
and Thracian Treasure's from 
Bulgaria at the British 
Museum are more than just 
large - collections of works of 
art; they attempt to link a 
country’s past with. its present. 
And tnia inevitably affects the 
way we look at them. 

. Although the Spanish exhibi¬ 
tion was originally planned 18 
ioontiis ago, the death, of Gen- 
•eral Franco and the restoration 
of the monarchy under -King 
Juan.Carlos caimot he out of 
the' spectator’s mand at an 
exhibition where 1 Velasquez's 
portraits of the Spanish royal 
MffriJy occupy so important a 
place. Similarly the desire of 
Bulgaria^' . which has .been 
eoafsouaLQy dominated by 
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larger - : aifd more powerful 
neighbours, to link its national 
pride to the ancient and inde¬ 
pendent civilization of Thrace 
(Hke , the Romanians with the 
Dacians) gives to the Thracian 
exhibition ■ a particular signif¬ 
icance. 

. .Yet it is not so much tins, as 
the . hire of gold, which is 
drawing the. huge crowds to 
the British Museum. The fact 
that many of, but by no means 
all* the works are made of gold 
is not unimportant, but it is 
irrelevant' to the real quality 
«£ the wort which lies in. a 
vital ornameocanon of useful 
or symbolic objects and ves¬ 
sels. The achievement of tins 
Thracians was the elaboration 
of a visual language which 
speaks to us of a civilization 
which- dearly had strong pos¬ 
itive Qualities but which bad 
no written languages in which 
its traces might be preserved 
ag ains t time. 

On the edge of Europe and 
Aria, the Thracians ware sur¬ 
rounded by. different and often 
mote sophisticated cultures, 
but they managed to. preserve 

their independence aid iden¬ 
tity -until the Romans sub¬ 
jected them. The Greeks both 
feared, and took from them : 
most notably the myth of 
Orpheus. The Thracians wel¬ 
comed death and lamented the 
hard -fare of the new-born. The 
Greeks were both repelled and 
fascinated by a world-view so 
different from their own. 

Thracian artifacts, from the 
neolithic to : the Roman period, 
are marked by a generous,full¬ 
ness- of form and a highly 
developed feeling for the _ rela¬ 
tionship between three-dimen¬ 
sional . volume and the linear 
pattern of ornamentation. No 
doubt this. was because the 
objects and artifacts were for 
use—whether a. warrior’s greave 
at a drinking vessel for some 
-Orphic riiual—not purely dec¬ 
orative. 

The “golden age” of Spain 
was very differ ear from the 
Thracian age of gold. It must 
have been closer in many ways 
ro. the civilizations of _ south 
and central America which .the 
Spaniards of the golden age 
overthrew, riviMzations _ in 
which gold ad so played an im¬ 
portant pact. And Spain,, as an 
imperial" power, was closer to 
the" Rome which conquered the 
Thracians! - 

The Spain of the golden age' 

was becoming a centralized 
society 1 administering a- vast 


empire overseas; but, like 
many such imperialist socie- 
. ties, subjected to financial 
crises, inflation and, at times, 
massive unemployment at 
home, as Professor Nigel Glen- 
dimting points out in bis 
informative catalogue introduc¬ 
tion. These pressures ran be 
felt, but not discerned directly, 
in 'the work displayed at the 
Academy. Although increas¬ 
ingly centralized politically, 
culturally Spain was still a 
country with many centres, 
each with its particular 
character: Seville, Madrid, 

: Valencia, Barcelona, Granada. 
And besides being an age of 
colonial acquisition . and 
plunder, it was one of intense 
spirituality and mysticism: the 
. age of St Theresa of Avila and 
St John of the Cross. 

These contradictions or 
seeming contradictions con¬ 
tributed to the particular qua¬ 
lity of Spanish painting, a com¬ 
bination of incense realism 
with religious fervour. Here El 
Greco is the exception, in rea¬ 
lism, although not in fervour. 
The paintings by El Greco at 
the Academy are the bigbhght 

of the exhibition. The astound¬ 
ing composition and vigorous 
mannerism of Purification of 
the Temple and the Anmmrio- 
don ere exhilarating and enth- 
thralling, the colour sharp and 
acidly brilliant. By comparison 
St John the Evangelist and St 
Luke are almost serene-m the 
relative calm of their inward 
Spirituality. 

Although El Greco owes a 
good deal to the painting of 
Venice, where he almost cer¬ 
tainly spent som e -ti me,, the 
pecularines and extraordinary 
distortions must He—nor in 
any personal idiosyncrasies, of 
eyesight, as some have made 
oct-— but in his early life and 
tr aining in the artistic tradi¬ 
tions of his native Crete. In his 
work the mannerisms of a pro¬ 
vincial and primitive style are 
transformed into the vehicle of 
a supreme originality of vision 
and - expression. Yet _ aoly in. 
sixteenth-century Spain could 
El Greco have accomplished 
this; had he' settled in Venice 
he .would almost certainly have 
reclamed an unusual painter 
but not one of the greatest of 
paiafers. • _ ■ 

•. Ribera spent most of his Ufe 
in..’Naples (then part of the 
Spanish empire). Although in¬ 
fluenced by Caravaggio, - his 
wbdc bas the fervid intensity 
»rtd.. directness o£ Spanish 


painting. Three of the four 
paintings at the Academy are 
early works where the in¬ 
fluence of Caravaggio was at 
its strongest: the sombre, 
seemingly spot-lit drama of the 
Calvary (exaggerated by time 
in the darkening of the back¬ 
grounds the fervent simplicity 
of St Sebastian, collapsing on 
to one knee, pierced by a 
.single arrow through his side, 
the menacing T7te Bearded 
Woman appearing to advance 
from the canvas, babe in arms, 
monstrous breast exposed, ber 
puzzled and evidently long-suf¬ 
fering husband standing behind 
her. The later picture. The 
Penitent Af<zgda7ene, is disturb¬ 
ing too, for she seems more 
intent on discreetly displaying 
her Own charms than on peni¬ 
tence. 

Zurbaran’s paintings of 
friars and saints are simpler 
and more limited in range- 
than those of Ribera. But they 
are less soft-centred than the 
works of Murillo, although St 
James of Alcald Feeding _tiie 
Poor shows his characteristic 
careful observation of the phy¬ 
siognomy of the poor and des¬ 
titute. One of the most imme¬ 
diately rewarding rooms is chat 
of still-life paintings, particu¬ 
larly those, like nhe fine exam* 

J >Ie by Sanchez Cotan, where a 
ew vegetables and fruit are 

carefully displayed on a ledge 

or sill while others are sus¬ 
pended on string above them, 
Hke emblems of human attrib¬ 
utes. 

Velasquez is represented 
only- by portraits, which 
alrhough magnificent reveal 
only one side o£ his achieve¬ 
ment. 

The exhibition is well hong 
with plenty of breathing space 
between pictures. Thracian 
Treasures, which continues till 
March 28, is displayed in a 
series of cases in a single large 
space which allows die specta¬ 
tor to move freon one to the 
other as he wishes and thus is a 
kind of extea slab of the gen¬ 
eral display in that part of the 
British Museum. This, with the 
presence of comparative mate¬ 
rial irons other cultures -in the 
body of • the museum, is 
ohvioosly aa advantage. Yet it 
does not make the immediate 
dramatic impact of the superbly 
staged and highlit Or des 
Scythes which I reviewed in 
rhe autumn and which has just 
closed at the Grand Palais in 
Paris.

The secret postal ballot on 
the APST claim is being con¬ 
ducted by the Electoral Reform 
Society, and the result should 
be announced soon after 
January 21—only a few days 


before the ‘ recognition pro¬ 
cedures of the new Employ¬ 
ment Protection Act come into 
force. 

ASTMS fears that the poll 
is being rushed through to pre¬ 
vent a TUC-afffliated union 
from using section 11 of the 
legislation to seek the 
assistance of the ACAS to win 
recognition. 

The APST ballot follows a big 
recruitment drive by the non- 
political union, which showed 
that 2S.fi of the group had taken 
out membership. Under ICl’s 
rules on union representation 
thi< gave them the right to a 
vote on who should represent 
them. ASTMS is seeking to 

S rove that it, too, has more than 
1 per cent of the management 
group in membership to permit 
a ballot on its claim.

Nigeria raises oil price 


The larger groups head the 
profitability table, but almost 
badf of tiie companies recorded 
profit margins of less than 5 
per cent.

Nigeria has increased tbe 
price of its oil by 40 cents a 
barrel after a decision to 
reduce the profit margins allow¬ 
able by tiie oil companies 
on their 45 per cent share on 
national output 
The government set price 
rises in motion at the beginning 
of the month by increasing by 
24 cents a barrel the amount 
companies have to pay for buy¬ 
ing part of the government 
share of production. 

Companies including the 
Shell-British Petroleum con¬ 
sortium have now been told that 
the posted price has been 
adjusted so that tax and royalty 
payments are increased by 
about 20 to 25 cents a barrel. 


Until now the companies 
have been receiving about 50 
coots a barrel profit and the 
new price structure will bring 
margins down to levels per¬ 
mitted by the oil-producing 
countries in the Middle East. 

Adjustments of tins sort, 
officially related to the quality 
of the crude, do not need to be 
officially approved by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries (Opec). It 
comes at a time when demand 
for high quality, light Nigerian 
crude is rising. 

The influential Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly said yester¬ 
day drat a "storm of protest” 
was building up among the oil 
companies. They argued that 
this created a severe cash flow 
problem 


as to who Is to represent them 
in future negotiations with the 
com party, as rise Employment 
Protection Act now gives the 
government-sponsored Advisory, 
Conciliation and Arbitration 
Service tbe power to take that 
decision out of their hands by 
directing the company to grant 
negotiating rights to a specified 

union.” 

But Mr 5tan Davison, assis¬ 
tant general secretary of ASTMS 
in charge of the union’s chemi¬ 
cal ■ industry responsibilities, 
said: “To proceed with this 
ballot is destructive of good 
industrial relations, and pro¬ 
vocative to the staff whom we 
represent. , __ 

“ Whatever the result, we wiU 
refuse to acknowledge it and 
will proceed with our own 
claim. As the company have 
insisted on doing it, they will 
have to live with the mess that 
has been created.” 

ASTMS’ claim to have at 
least 20 per ednt of the group 
in membership has rot yet been 
audited!, but tbe uni on is almost 
certain to seek to use the new 
legislation when it c o mes into 
force to back up its claim. 


EEC steel 
production 
drops 20pc 

European steel production 
last year fell by nearly 20 per 
cent on production levels 
achieved in 1974, according to 
preliminary figures issued yes¬ 
terday. Total EEC steel pro¬ 
duction amounted to 125.1 mil¬ 
lion tonnes compared with a 
to cal 'of 155.6 milli on tonnes the 
previous year, representing a 
fall of 1916 per cent. 

Production in. EEC steel- 
producing countries last month 
amounted to just under nine 
million tonnes, which was the ■ 
lowest monthly level recorded ! 
since the August holiday month 
and nearly 27 per cent less 
than in the same month of 
1974. 

The steel industry throughout 
the world has been badly hit by 
the recession—the worst for 40 
years. French steel has been 
one of the hardest hit, and pro¬ 
visional figures published yes¬ 
terday by the French steel in¬ 
dustry federation recorded a 
production drop for the year of 
20.4 per cent to a total of 21.52 
million tonnes. 

The federation estimated that 
French steel prices last year 
fell by an average of 27 per 
cent compared with an average 
fall of 32 per cent in West Ger¬ 
man steel prices and a fall of 
40 per cent experienced by Bel¬ 
gian steelmakers. 

Britain’s private sector and 
public sector steel production 
figures for last month and for 
the whole of last year will be 
published later this week. They 
are expected to show that total 
production was around 17 mil¬ 
lion tonnes compared with a 
capacity of 25 million tonnes. 


Pension funding: two 
counterarguments 


Fresh look at 
salvaging 
failed firms 



From Mr Raymond Nottage 
Sir, In his letter (January 6) 
stating the traditional . argu¬ 
ments in favour of funding 
pension liabilities, Mr Lander, 
chairman of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Pension Funds, 
asserts that benefits accrue at 
some future and unpredictable 
date from the expense, often 
very considerable, of accumu¬ 
lating a pension fund and main¬ 
taining it to good actuarial 
standards. 

This was precisely the argu¬ 
ment that in 1919 impressed foe 
Norman Committee on The 
Superannuation of Persons Em¬ 
ployed by Local Authorities m 
England and Wales—see para¬ 
graph 49. Now,' more than 50 
years later, are there.any local 
authorities whoe rate demands 
in April next will be lower as 
a result of having superannua¬ 
tion funds than they would have 
been with a pay-as-you-go 
system, even allowing for foe 
abnormal pension costs arising 
from local government re¬ 
organization ? I very much 
doubt k- 

The truth of foe matter is 
that long-standing pension 
funds continue to give rise to 
painfully real and immediate 
costs, while their benefits have 
the distressing characteristic of 
foe' mirage. This is dne in some 
part to inflation over foe past 
40 years. But does Mr Lander 
see an eariy end to this and 
no possibility of ks recurrence ? 

It is because of the unsuit¬ 
ability of foe times to foe 
classic concept of pension fund¬ 
ing that I have been suggesting 
that pensions need to be con¬ 
sidered in a much wider con¬ 
text than that of the individual 
employer. 

It is good of Mr Lander to 
participate in foe discussion of 
rhfg important matter. He 
would render a further valuable 
service, I suggest, if he would 
persuade foe members of his 
association to publish foe 
accounts of their funds for, say, 
foe past 10 years and to do foe 
same with their future 
accounts. We should all then 
be able to engage in poblic 
debate, which cannot fail to be 
salutary, on a broader base of 
indisputable fact.

The Trades Union Congress is 
to increase its pressure this 
year for more boys and girls 
between 16 and 18 to be re¬ 
leased from work one day a 
week to continue their educa¬ 
tion. Ultimately It wants all 
qualifying workers to be re¬ 
leased, a scheme which, unless 
financed by the' government, 
would impose a heavy burden 
on-industry. 

In November the TUC called 
a conference of member unions 
at which it was agreed that day 
release was a first educational 
priority. PoBowinf this it sent 
a deputation on tne subject to

From ‘a year to forget’ to prospect 
of better times for 





“ A year that metal producers 
and traders would, prefer to 
forget ” is the verdict on 1975 
by brokers Rudolf Wolff, who 
have been looking at the pro¬ 
spects for metal prices ia -1976 
and see an improvement 
possible. 

In a year-end report they say 
that copper producers, paiticu- 
larlv Chile, Zambia, Zaire and 
Peru, all members of the Coun¬ 
cil of Copper Exporting Coun¬ 
tries. “ have suffered grievously 
from the euphoric price assump¬ 
tion they made dining the first 
quarter of 1974. 

"Many CIPEC countries 
based their national economic 
plans on a not unreasonable 
estimated average copper price 
of around £800 a ton. Through¬ 
out most of 1975 they had the 
traumatic experience of selling 
their copper in the low £5 00sj 
price levels which are signifi¬ 
cantly below their costs of 
production.” 

Recalling that the CIPEC 
nations tried to salvage some¬ 
thing of their economic plans by 
producing more copper despite 
the low price, the report points 
out that this helped only to 
keep prices depressed “ at what 
will prove to be rock bottom 
levels. Consumers, of course, 
cannot be forced to buy metals 
they do not need.” 

This means that “ we now 
have the e x t r a or d inary situation 
where consumers are running 
on marginal levels and the pro¬ 
ducers have been using the 
London Metal Exchange as a 
vehicle for creating their much- 
needed cash flow. This is amply . 
demonstrated by the record 
LME warehouse stocks of over 
500,000 tonnes. - - 

“ This is an economically 
ridiculous situation and can last 
for only a very short period. 
Even the CIPEC nations cannot 
go on for ever selling copper 
below their cost of production.” 

After referring to “totally 
unfair and unjustified ” criti¬ 
cisms- of the LME by some 
senior members of CIPEC gov¬ 
ernments, the report points out 
that if producers are unhappy' 
about low prices they can rec¬ 
tify and alleviate the situation; 
those producers, particularly the 
private sector mines, that are 
prepared to make the sacrifice 
can cut back production and 
leave the metal in die ground 
“ which will prove a better

On copper price prospects for 
1976, Wolffs say: “The bears 
all forget what a very powerful 
force sentiment can be. Statis¬ 
tics show a world-wide copper 
surplus of around 1.5m tonnes. 
But we do not regard this sur¬ 
plus as anything but a tempor¬ 
ary feature. 

“A very large part of tills 
material is owned either by pro¬ 
ducers, fabricators or merch ants 
and is committed to industry 
for future delivery on a fixed 
price basis. These stocks Will 
work off very quickly once an 
economic recovery is well under 


Wolffs recall that for the last, 
-.eight to nine months they- bare-, 
been recommending investment 
in physical copper. ‘“It is, wc 
believe, one of the world’s bea 
investments at present for. s*&;
